In  the  early  days  of  September,  1948,  a  tremendous  shock  hit  that  renowned  educa- 
tional institution,  Framingham  High  School.  Was  it  an  atom  bomb?  Was  it  an  earth- 
quake? Of  course  not.  This  event  was  far  more  world-shaking  —  it  was  the  entrance 
of  the  class  of  1951  into  the  sacred  halls  of  F.  H.  S.  We  were  Sophomores,  the  lowest 
form  of  animal  life,  about  to  embark  on  our  high  school  career.  After  deciphering  the 
information  in  the  convenient  little  handbook  and  receiving  wrong  directions  from  the 
ever-helpful  marshals,  we  became  familiar  with  the  rules  and  customs  —  especially  the 
customs  —  of  our  new  school. 

We  really  considered  ourselves  a  valuable  part  of  the  machinery  in  October  when 
heaven's  gift  to  man,  the  Seniors,  condescended  to  throw  a  shindig  for  us.

~;ir  chief  virtues.) 

June,  cne  month  of  brides  and  roses,  arrived  as  it  does  every  year.  Sadly  we  aban- 
doned orr  books  while  we  ran,  not  walked,  to  the  nearest  exit  and  a  summer  of  peace 
and  quiet. 

-ii  dly  had  the  ambitious  class  of  1951  settled  down  for  a  long  summer's  nap  than 
the  first  joyous  day  of  school  came.  However,  having  been  through  the  mill  for  ten 
months,  we  easily  slipped  into  the  old  routines.  We  were  middlemen  this  year,  tottering 
uetween  silly  Sophs  and  sophisticated  Seniors.  Since  junior  year  seems  to  be  synonymous 
with  committee  year,  we  lent  our  much-needed  services  to  such  worthy  activities  as  the 
annual  Christmas  projects.  Who  of  us  will  ever  forget  the  close  bond  of  good-fellowship 
and  the  warm  feelings  of  satisfaction  brought  about  by  the  knowledge  that  we  were 
helping  the  hungry  and  the  needy? 

After  the  February  vacation  a  thrill,  a  veritable  miracle,  awaited  us.  A  new,  modern 
cafeteria  with  C-H-A-I-R-S  was  ready.  When  we  had  recovered  from  the  shock  of  sitting 
down  at  lunch,  we  began  to  prepare  plans  for  the  great  social  event  of  the  year,  the 
Junior  Prom.

After  bidding  them  a  fond  farewell  and  singing  "So  Long,  It's 
Been  Good  to  Know  You",  we  engaged  in  a  gay  old  custom,  vacation. 

Happy  months 
were  ahead  for  us  for  at  last  we  had  achieved  that  time-honored  title  of  Seniors.  (We 
will  now  bow  our  heads  for  an  appreciative  moment  of  silence).  It  was  a  hard  struggle 
but  we  made  it.  We  staggered,  rather  swaggered,  through  the  dusty  corridors  and 
practiced  the  dihicult  art  ot  being  "Big  Wheels".  Our  record  of  having  an  advisor  a 
year  was  continued  when  Miss  O'Neil  departed  and  Miss  Alice  Stanton  ably  took  charge 
of  advising  the  glorious  class  of  '51.  The  iron  hand  of  "Big  Boss"  Sheehy  clamped 
around  the  Student  Council  and  capably  guided  that  organization  through  a  praise- 
worthy year.  Brown  eyed  Bill  Halliday  took  charge  of  the  law-and-order  force,  while 
the  school  publications  were  greatly  improved  by  the  efforts  of  Student  Crier  Editor, 
Bill  Beecher  and  Philomath  Editor,  Edie  Ellen  Greene.  On  the  sports  scene  our  teams 
played  well  and  hard  with  "Foxie"  Fox  as  the  first  ever  to  captain  both  the  football 
and  the  basketball  teams,  and  star-scorer  "Brownie"  Read  as  leader  of  the  hockey  squad. 
The  baseball,  track,  and  golf  teams  deserve  well-earned  credit,  too. 

With  the  Senior-Soph  dance  we  took  pity  on  the  —  what  do  they  call  them?  — 
oh,  yes  —  Sophomores  and  initiated  them  into  the  social  life  of  F.  H.  S.  This  was 
the  first  dance  to  be  held  in  the  new,  modern  gymnasium.  This  same  gym  was  also  the 
scene  of  a  noisy,  wonderful  football  rally  in  anticipation  of  the  yearly  Thanksgiving 
Day  game  with  a  certain  nameless  rival  town. 

Time  rushed  along,  and  in  between  vacations,  sick  leaves  and  fake  leaves  we 
diligently  worked  at  our  precious  studies!  On  January  2,  1951,  we  struggled  back  to  th" 
old  grind.  We  had  spent  a  quiet  New  Year's  Eve  roasting  popcorn  in  the  fir"-'

The  next  event  on  the  agenda  was  the  Senior  Play  production  of  Cuffo' .. 
smith's  "What  a  Life"  which  starred  David  "Oski  Wow  Wow"  Cole  of  tr  te- 
as that  serious  high  school  boy,  Henry  Aldrich.  This  notable  play,  faithfully  directeu  oy 
"Ma"  Moody,  achieved  unbelievable  success  and  is  almost  certain  of  capi'  ring  the 
Pulitzer  prize  for  1951.  The  director,  the  committee  workers,  and  the  players  all  '■urned 
down  dazzling  Hollywood  and  Broadway  offers.
